does not support the President 
in 


his stand for the observance of the 
laws of nations and humanity, hib 
negotiations with Germany are em- 
barrassed, and in

cannot be 


continued. 


Confident that they can beat 
all 


the anti-administration 
resolutions 


by a heavy vote, the President and 
the leaders framed plans to bring 
them out on the floor of the house 
where they plan to defeat them. 


The President paved the way for 


his action last night and incidental- 
ly surprised congress by calling on 
acting Chairman Pou of the house 
rules committee to provide the par- 
liamentary machinery for immediate 
consideration of the resolutions on 
the floor. 
Inasmuch as the resolu- 


tions have been held in the house 
foreign affairs committee by main

'The habit of obedience has been 


developed to a hitch degree in con- 
gress," was Mr. Kitchin's answer to 
a question about prospects of a vote. 
He is one of those who have favor- 
ed the resolutions. 


The president told the leaders the 


foeign situation was no more serious 
today than it has been for several 
weeks, but he believed action should 
be taken quickly to show the world 
that the American Government was 
not divided. 


It was understood that some of rhe 


leaders who conferred at the White 
House today still differed with the 
president's position. Speaker Clarke 
who predicted last 
week 
that

warning resolution would pass two 
to one at that time, said he did not 
know the sentiment of the house now 
and refused to say how he himself 
would vote. 
Precede President's Letter 


The president's determination to 


throw down the gauntlet to congress 
on the subject caused distinct sur- 
prise at the capitol. It was reached 
following yesterday's cabinet meet- 
ing. 
The president decided that he 


could not go ahead with the German 
submarine negotiaticftis while 
dis- 


sension- in congress weakened his po- 
sition before the world. 


The president's wishes were made 


known in a letter to Representative 
Pou, acting chairman of the house 
rules committee, asking that

McFarlaiul, 40, John Idggett, 27, 
and .lames Spellmau, 61. Four others were also badly Injured and bunn 
etl as a result of the fire.

•i, but Grubb weakened and did not apply the match. 
Kern it is said 


was in Columbus and called up over the long distance telephone from 
a hotel in that city and asked: "Well, how did everything pan out?" andl 
when informed that there was nothing doing ordered Grubb to 
get 


busy Aacl "pull it olf that night." 


At the time a >oung woman named Musa Ho}t 
was employed 
as 


chambermaid at tlio hotel, and Grubb made a confidant of her and told 
her of his plan to fire the restaurant and collect the insurance, stating 
that he was to get uell paid for it. Grubb in his confession states that 
tho Hoyt woman tried to dissuade him from carrying out the plan and 
that was the reason he weakened the first time, but that he informed 
her it would be done the next night and about 2 o'clock Tuesday morn* 
ing she left the hotel after having pleaded with Grubb not to set fire to 
tho place. Grubb and the Hojt woman were enamored of one another, 
but he did not listen to her advice and the horrible tragedy resulted. 
In all justice to Kern it must 


remembered that his plan was simp- 
ly to burn up the piano and collect 
the insurance of $800, but the fire 
went too fast and the greasy walls 
and counters as well as the fixtures 
became an easy prey for the flames, 
and the hotel was soon 
burning 


fiercely. 
Grubb 
knew that the 


lodgers would be trapped on the up- 
per floors and he rushed through 
the halls giving the alarm and when 
he got out of the building his hair 
was burned from his head, his hands 
were badly burned and his lips and 
nostrils were blistered. 
Some of the 


lodgers escaped but five met death 
and a number were injured. 


Kern was still in Columbus when 


he received word of the fire and im- 
mediately came back to Newark. He 
carried $5400 insurance on the con- 
tents of his hotel, $2000 on the two 
story frame building, $800 on the 
piano and some insurance on the 
three story brick part of the hotel. 
It is said that the greater part of the 
insurance was paid. 


Some time after the fire Grubb 


and Musa Ho>t left 
together 
and 


went to St. Louis. 
In the meantime 


Grubb's wife divorced uim and after 
Grubb's money gave out he returned 


to Newark and has worked at differ- 
ent places, being engaged at the time 
of his arrest in farm labor for Man- 
ly R. Lock, near St. Louisville. 


Kern was arrested at his place of 


business last night by Cgristable 
Charles Moore of Justice Scott's 
Court about 8 o'clock. When. Moore 
read the warrant to him tears came 
into his eyes and he requested his 
clerk to phone his wife that he had, 
been arrested and taken to jail. He 
never spoke until he reached 
the 


prison when he asked Mr. Moore it 
it would be possible for him to give 
bond that evening and was informed) 
that it was hardly possible.

Foreign Minister, but 
their foreign 


policy is a continuing compromise 
with'the Tirpitz party which devised 
the submarine zone and 
gressive representative ... 
trine of frightfullness. Whenever the 
Chancellor and the Foreign Minister 
betray a desire to respect the funda- 
mental principles 
of 
international 


law the cry of "weakness" and "sur- 
render" is raised against them. There 
is a highly influential element in Ger- 
many that talks about the Kaiser in 
much the same fashion that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt talks about President 
Wilson. 
The Tirpitz policy ha* been popu- 


lar in Germany. The German peo- 
ple have come to regard submarine 
warfare as their one original contri- 
bution to sea power. They are proud 
of their submarines and of the toll of 
British commerce. 
Even the 


tania massacre was 
glorified 


the Government has had the great- 
est difficulty in making concessions 
to the United States. 
From the point of 
view of 
the 


average German, the 
United States 


has no right to concern itself with 
the nature of Germany's war against 
Great Britain, the country that is 
trying to starve the German people. 
He argues that American ships are 
'not attacked by/German submarines; 
that the American flag is respected 
by them, and that morally Americans 
have no status on 
armed 
British 


bhips at a time like this. 
We may take it for granted that 


the German Government knows better 
and it also knowns that one belliger- 
ent cannot refashion 
international 


law to suit itself; 
'But in German 


politics self-preservation is no less 
the first law of nature than in New 
York politics. The 
Tirpitz

steadily pushes the Chancellor and 
the Foreign Minister toward extreme 
measures, and while the- Government 
resists it is forever

Invention of Ohio Man, Who Says 


Reservoir System Has Been 


Disastrous Failure.

Washington, Mar. 1.—What is de- 


scribed as a new method 
of flood 


prevention, to be accomplished 
by 


the construction of "shallow, grad- 
uated diversion canals" to 
connect 


the bends of a river to 
allow a 


straight-away 
flow 
of waters at 


flood time, was explained 
to 
the 


house committee on flood control to- 
day by its inventor, John Bryan of 
Yellow Springs, O. He is a 
second 


cousin of William Jennings Bryan. 


The committee recently returned 


from an inspection of the flood dis- 
trict in the Mississippi river valley. 
Today's hearing was the first of a 
series on the subject. 


With the use of' maps and mod- 


els, Mr. Bryan explained 
that 
his 


plans while designed for any river 
can be applied to the Mississippi. 


Under Mr. Bryan's plan canals of 


masonry would be constructed across 
peninsulas at the bend ot rivers. The 
intake of the canal would be on the 
level with the normal surface water 
of the river and at flood time the 
waters would be diverted from the 
slow, crooked impeding natural riv- 
er channel 
to a straight, 
swift, 


smooth sided level bottom channel, 
which he said, would carry the ex- 
cess waters away nearly fifty times 
faster than 
the 
natural 
channel 


would. 
The natural crooked river 


channel would be maintained, how- 
ever. He explained that his method 
was devised under the theory that 
it is the accumulated water in a de- 
vious, uneven, constructed 
channel 


of a river that causes the flood. 


Mr. Bryan warned against plans 


for flood protection that embraced 
dams, dikes and reservoirs. 


"As a geologist, mechanic and en- 


gineer," he said, "I beg ot you never 
to allow another dam to be built in 
tne Ohio valley. They

world has been made that

up the lodgers. 
Grubb, she stated, 


promised that he would not commit 
the arson and that ho would call at 
her room which she had 
in West 


Main street. 
She left expecting him 


to keep his promise but he failed to 
do so and the fire resulted that eve- 
ning. 


She also tells in her statement of 


a conversation between Grubb and 
Kern in which reference was made 
to the fire, and which was overheard 
by her.
